INDIAN TARIFF (SECOND AMENDMENT) BILL. 

The Honourable Mr. T. A. STEWART (Commerce Secretary): Sir, 
f move: 

“ That the Bill further to amend the Indian Tariff Act, 1934, for certain purposes, 
(Si eond Amendment )Aj passed by the Legislative Assembly, be taken into consideration”. 

Sir, this Bill comes to this Honourable House after a certain number of 
vicissitudes, and comes in a somewhat attenuated form. But at this stage of 
the session, and in this temperature, even the original author of the Bill might 
be excused if he quoted the proverb that “It is an ill wind that brings nobody 
good”. The Bill, riir, does not purport to extend protection to any industry 
to which protection lias not already been granted. It consists of three 
proposals which are intended to stop up loopholes in the protective 
scheme which was given to the serieijjtural and textile industries 
by the Textile Protection Bill of 1934. 3f I may, I shall endeavour as briefly 
as I can to explain t he tut uro of these proposals. The first proposal is contained 
in clause 2, sub-head (//) of the Bill. When protection was given to the 
Indian sorieulturist in L93L it was considered sufficient to impose protective 
duties on imports of raw silk and of imports of silk yam proper. It wae not 
thought necessary to impose a protective duty on yarn made from waste silk!** 
It was believed that waste silk yarn was not in effective competition with any 
Indian silk produet. While, therefore, the duties on raw silk and silk yarn 
proper were raised from 23 per cent, to 25 per cent, plus 14 annas a lb., the 
duty on raw silk yarn was left at 25 per cent, ad valorem only. Experience 
has belied our expectation. There has been a very phenomenal increase in 
the imports of silk yarn since 1933-34. The total imports of silk yarn have 
increased troni 1,800,000 lbs. to 3,2^*0,000 lbs. This increase in silk yarn is 
more than accounted for by the imports from Japan which consist almost 
entirely of waste silk yarn. The Japanese figures are these :

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The imports have more than trebled in that period. This. Sir, reveals 
a very obvious defect in our^roteetive scheme, and it w ill, I think be admitted 
that it is of no benefit to the sencultuiist if we exclude certain typo* of silk 
and permit another type to come In in replacement of the excluder} imports. 
It is for this reason, Sir, that the Government of India propose to put raw silk 
yarn baek on the same level with raw -ills »nd prop* r 4ik yarn, the position it 
occupied prior to the imposition of On protective M-ln me two t \ears ago. 

Sub-head (6) of the eUmsf» calls for no r*int»rk. it i*» merely a eoUM-quential 
drafting change. Sub-head (r) reft to lent^ and, tlmti.ti it apputenlly deals 
w Lib three items, the only entty in which a t is made \> the middb item- 
item (b). There is no proposal for a ehum/e in dutv. The only proposal is 
that the permissible 1-ugih whbh qualifier for irea timid as fent* has been 
reduced from four yards to t « r o and a half yard*. The reason fer this* proposal 
is as follow 5 *. When the Government of India two \ean- ago vuro consider¬ 
ing the duties to he applied to cotton, artificial silk and silk textiles, it was 
represented that it would be tin unfair burden on the poor purchaser who is 
the main customer for genuine font * if fonts were asked to bear the full burden 
of the textile duties. II was represented that the poor purchaser was interested 
in securing; at low prici s short odd lengths of cloth, and in the interests of that 
poor purchaser the Government of India decided that instead of imposing the 
same high rates of duty as were applicable to genuine picccgoodt they would 
give a concession a 1 rate of 35 per cent, standard and 25 per cent, preferen¬ 
tial to hails. The result, Hir, has bten unfortunate. The rate of duty on 
fonts is 35 per cent only. On piece-goods of artificial silk the ad valorem 
rate is 50 per cent., but, more important, it is combined with a minimum 
specific duty of four anna* pt r square yard, which in tin* case of tin* cheaper 
artificial silk fabrics represents a very con 1 -ideruble nd vuhran incidence. This 
duty has called into being an entirely spurious trade in fonts. What has been 
happening is that genuine pieeegoods have been cut up info lengths of just 
under four yards and these- have come in and haw been asse^ed a( 35 per cent, 
only. They are extremely stleable, a four-yard length being suitable for 
very many t) pcs of garments. There has in fact been a serious evasion of 
our protective system and a very severe blow at our revenues. We believe 
therefore that if we mime the permissible length from four to two and a half 
yards we shall cut out most of that spuriou* trade and at the same time the 
poor man wdio bu\s short lengths, one and a half to two yards, will not be in 
the slightest way affect* d,* The figures art- illuminating. Prior to 1933-34 
imports of artificial 41k fonts from Japan were negligible in quality. They 
have steadily grown until in the present \ear for 1) months] give the figures 
— they have reached tin* astonishing total of ifi million yards. In these cir¬ 
cumstances, Sir, we feci that some action, and draslie action, has to be taken 

The third part of the item sub-head id) refers to hosiery. By the protec¬ 
tion Bill of 1934 protection was given to the Indian cotton hosiery industry. 
At that time tin- Indian cotton hosierv industry was, 1 believe to as much as 
90 per cent, of its production, concerned with the manufacture of cotton 
undervests and socks and .stockings. Since the imposition of the protective 
duties there have been two developments. The first development was a 
deliberate series of attempts at evading the protective duties by disguising 
cotton uudervosts as sports shirts and cardigans by the addition o( collars and 
patch pockets. That, Sir, did not last very long, but a much more important 
development was this, that both in India and outside there were striking 
developments in the manufacture of cotton hosiery. Fashion was responsible 
for the advent of the sports shirt, which has to a very great extent replaced the 
undervest—which really was no undervest because in many cases it was the 
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only garment worn on the upper part of the body. Tliere has also 1 een an 
enormous development m the market for fancy pullovers cardigans, etc.—the 
names are innumerable. It is felt therefore that the protection which was 
originally confined to cotton undervesfcs and to socks and stockings ought in 
the interests of the Indian industry,—in order to afford it effective protection, 
- to be extended to cover all those other articles which now so greatly concern 
the industry. It has been objected, however, that the specific duty of 12 
annas per lb,, which was appropriate* in the case of cotton undervests, would 
react too heavily on other types of manufacture which are in their nature 
heavier than undervesfcs. The natural result of the imposition of a minimum 
specific duty based on weight would be that the ad valor < m incidence on the 
ht«i\ier articles would be* higher in their cast*. For this reason the item has 
been split up into two and we propose to apply a lower rate of minimum specific 
duty to the heavier articles. 

1 think. Sir, 1 have demonstrated the existence of three loopholes in our 
protective scheme and I trust that this Honourable House will eo-operate in 
stopping them up. 

* The Honourable Mr. HOSSAIN IMAM (Bihar and Orissa: Muham¬ 
madan) : Mr. President, this Bill represents a great measure of compromise 
between the varied interests of the importer*, the consumers and the manufac¬ 
turers. The Bill as originally drafted was amended to such an extent by these 
compromises which were accepted in the other House that there is not much 
room for improvement left in the* measure. We agree, Sir, that on the question 
which the flonouiahlc Mr. Stewart dealt with fii^t oi all about silk yarns ther** 
was a \ory strong ease for the protection to be made effective, but we do not 
agree that in the ot her ease the question was as serious as has been pointed out 
Fent.s,it is veil known, is a trade name for articles winch are either badly made 
or in some other way damaged. No doubt there were* certain black sheep 
among the importers who started importing what the Honourable Mr. Stewart 
pointed out were real pieeegood.- <ut up into small paces in ord< r to evade 
the incidence of duty. But we should not lose of the fact that this 

article i> subjected to a duty v\hh h comes to something like 200 per cent, on 
the actual cost to the manufav tur< rs in Japan. The specific duty of four 
annas per square yard is \er\ hard. Knowing also that our own purchasing 
power has been reduced mormon >k , the eoiiMimftr too has a claim to the con¬ 
sideration of the Government and of public* men. We hint* been pm suing a 
policy of what is termed as discriminating protection, but which lias been 
reduced to indiserimmuting protect ion. 1 have* often stated in this House 
tint protection must be given with a definite \iew of making it possible for tko 
protected goods to be sold in the country at the competitive price which prevails 
in the outside world. Neither the Government nor the Tariff Board have so 
far envisaged- 

The Honofrablf. the PRESIDENT: The Fiscal Commission did not 
lay dowm that proposition. 

The Honourable Mr. HOSSAIN IMAM : Perhaps, Mr. President, 
you are aware that the Fiscal Commission has been the butt of the Annual 
Meeting of the Federation wdien they have called for revision ? If has not 
retained that sacred character whicii it had some time before. It has been 
repudiated to a certain extent by the Government as well as by the industry

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too. Although the Fiscal Commission did not a4v for a definite number of 
years to be fixed for tins, yet it had made a point tit ii it should be possible for 
tho protected article before protection is granted to give u* a promise that if 
would be able to stand on its own leg^ 3 . 

Now, let us consider whether there K a in po^ihilitv of edablidiing this 
industry in India on a competitive bads, if we r*,udder the price f jet or of 
Japan* <*0 goods, it will be found that at tint price p will not bf po^ibh* for 
Jndhn manufaetuiers even to have the raw materiili guthmd together at 
the factory leaving aside the manufartuving cod If it found that it will 
not be po^ilnt to have tint industry established on a (uiupttithe haMs, 1 
toroimvsmdd adc tin Go\mxment to chang* the name fiom proin live duty 
to that oi revenue duty, when 4 they will not be bound to substantiate that 
this article iullils the conditions laid down by the Fnea! ( onuuission. As a 
revenu ' m* asure, they will be perfectly justified in imposing any duty whn It 
they think they can impose without being faced with the probh m of dmiinv-h- 
ing returns I agree that so far the efforts of the ( fo\ r ertmienf have been 
crowned with success. There ha« been no doubt a decrease in the amount 
of artificial silk goods imported, but the duty which they have derived has 
increased became of the increased incidence of the taxation. Then, 8ir ; the 
decrease in the length has been effected on!} in one item referred to in clause 2 
part (c). That reduction, I am afraid, will not check the quantity of lent** 
that will be imported because now the difference will be that instead of being 
in four-yard lengths they will be in two and a half yard-lengths and if tiny 
have the same kind of things they will have in numbers, the only refill will be 
that the consumers will have to buy two pieces instead of one and they will be 
called upon to spend a little more money. At the time of reduced purchasing 
power it is a bit hard. 

Now% on a point of information, Sir 1 should like to know what will be 
the procedure adopted in ease of goods which w'ere ordered at a time when the 
trade was not aware that the taxes are to be increased. 1 have a hazy idea - 
I am not sure of my facts, but 1 hope that the Honourable Mr. Stewart will 
enlighten me—that when we were imposing the wheat duty we did give a 
concession to the trade that those who have ordered their goods before tin 4 
thing was mooted would get a concession for that amount of thing-* which 
were ordered beforehand. I am not aware whether this question will ariV in 
the present case. If it docs arise, Government ought to maintain their former 
price and give the same concession to these people which they allowed to the 
wheat importers. 

Now, Sir. we come to the question of knitted apparel. There is one fa« t 
which has been lost sight of by the Government and by many public men too. 
It is that when a certain article becomes cheaper, the (‘lass of people who use it 
also changes. If you have a thing which is pricer! at Its. 2 you have a certain 
class of people who are using it, but if the price comes down to He. I the clas- 
of consumer changes and men of lower strata, of smaller income, become 
potential buyers and users of the article. If we look at that item from that 
point of view, we will find that a lot of articles which did not percolate to the 
lower strata of the Indian population, because of the fact that Japan is able 
now to sell its goods at a cheaper price, are being used by those people. The 
question to he examined is whether the increase of duty will not have the 
effect of making these people give up the use of these goods and confining it 
to a smaller circle of users, because if it does affect the number and the class 
of buyers it will have a direct effect of restricting trade. Now, the question is 
whether the imposition of this higher duty and increasing the price level will 
make those people use Indian goods or not 1 If Indian goods arc priced at
